Former Chief of the Surgical Research Branch, U.S. Army Medical Research 
and Development Command, Dr. Glew has been appointed associate professor of 
surgery in GW's Medical School, where he received his M.D. in 1948. He earned 
his undergraduate degree at Yale. 

The new faculty member will teach surgical research, research adminis- 
. ration and general surgery and will be an attending surgeon at The George 
Washington University Hospital. 

Dr. Glew recently retired from active duty in the rank of lieutenant 
colonel after serving 17 years with the Army Medical Corps. Fornwr chief surgeon 
of the U.S. Army Hospital at Aberdeen Proving Ground in Maryland, he had been a 
member of the research and teaching staff of Walter Reed General Hospital, where 
he did his internship and residency training in surgery.

ROLE OF THE "WASHINGTON LAWYER" 


Law educators, government counsels, law association representatives, 
private and corporate lawyers will explore the role and education of the 
"Washington Lawyer" at a conference in the National Lawyers Club, Thursday 
and Friday, November 11 and 12. 

Sponsored by The George Washington University National Law Center, the 
two-day conference will examine the growing influence of the Federal Government 
in nearly every walk of American life. Conferees will discuss how well a legal 
education today helps to prepare the young lawyer to deal with this development. 

Among the featured speakers will be Sheldon Cohen, Commissioner, Internal 
Revenue Service; J. Edward Day, former Postmaster General of the U.S. and now 
with the firm of Sidley, Austin, Burgess & Smith' and Mortimer M. Caplin* former 
'“ommiss loner, Internal Revenue Service, now a partner with Caplin, Battle & Harris. 

The conference will open with a panel discussion of "Lawyers and the 
legislative Process." Panelists include Charles B. Nutting, administrator. The 
National Law Center, moderator; Vincent A. Doyle, legislative attorney, American

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GEORGE WASHINGTON CONFERENCE TO EXAMINE 

VOCATIONAL ASPECTS OF COUNSELOR EDUCATION 

Eighty per cent of the American youngsters now in grade school will not 
complete college. They will someday find themselves out of school without a 
college degree and seeking employment in a society which emphasizes the 
importance of a college education. 

Their success in finding a suitable job or in pursuing the proper 
vocational education program may very well depend on the help given them 
during their school days by one person—their guidance counselor. 

How well prepared to responsibly assist these non-academically oriented 
students is the guidance counselor? How can he be better equipped to do so? 

These are the questions which will be examined at a George Washington 
University invitational conference on the vocational aspects of counselor 
education to be held Dec. 12-15, 1965, at Airlie House, Warrenton, Va. 

Twenty-five experts representing counselor education and supervision, 
the social and behavioral sciences, vocational education and related groups 
will take part in the working conference* 

"Our work at Airlie will be another example of the renewed interest in 
this group of youngsters, who at age 17 or 18, find themselves out of school 
and out of work," according to project director Carl McDaniels, of George 
Washington's School of Education. 
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"Because our society places such a premium on a college education we too 
often find that 90 per cent of our secondary school counseling work is directed 
toward the minority of our students—those who are academically-oriented and 
v;ho seek a college degree," he said* 

The Airlie conferees will suggest educational curriculum additions which 
will better prepare counselors to meaningfully answer student and parent 
questions about vocational education and employment opportunities available 
during and after secondary school* 

The group will consider the materials and procedures now available for 
this new type of curricula and will suggest new formats, procedures and 
techniques which might be used to give guidance counselors the necessary 
information and the ability to effectively utilize it. 

They will specify the desired results of the suggested counselor training 
programs and will identify areas where research is necessary. 

The conferees will work from information presented in position papers by 
experts on the vocational aspects of counselor education. The recommendations 

of the conference will be published and distributed to all interested education 
agencies* 

The conference advisory committee is composed of Dr. Sar Levitan, W. E. 
Upjohn Institute for Employment Research; Dr. George E. Arnstein, National 
Education Association; Dr. Hubert Houghton, USOE; Dr. John Walsh, U.S. 
Department of Labor; Dr. McDaniels, and Gerrit TenBrink, also of George 
Washington University,

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EDMUND S. NASSET APPOINTED VISITING PROFESSOR AT 
THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY SCHOOL OF MEDICINE 


Doctor Edmund S. Nasset has been appointed visiting professor of 
physiology at The George Washington University School of Medicine, D. C. 
effective January 1, 1966. 

A teacher and scientific investigator of international reputation, 

Doctor Nasset became emeritus professor of physiology at the University 
of Rochester in July, after 34 years on the faculty. In September he received 
the honorary degree of doctor of medical sciences from the University of 
Seoul, Korea. 

A life-time scholar of amino acid metabolism and protein utilization. 
Doctor Nasset will conduct his research at the GW School of Medicine. He * 
intends to develop a new field of investigation in the cannulation of digestive 
gland microstructures. 

Doctor Nasset is the author of two books, various sections of books, 
and many full-length articles dealing with gastro-intestinal physiology and 
nutrition. 

He received his B. A. in chemistry from St. Olaf College, his M. S. 
in biochemistry from Pennsylvania State University and his Ph. D. in physiology 
from the University of Rochester. He rose through the academic ranks at the 
latter institution from instructor, in 1931, to professor, in 1948.

"Today’s gr^i^etes will help determine tomorrow's ethics in government 
and private practice," he said. 

Mr. Cohen noted that xiXHMxk although integrity is one of the most 
serious issues facing the bai^today, the bar is generally slow to act when it 
comes to discipline on ethical grounds. However, he applauded 

efforts of bar groups at all levels, --national, state and countxy,-- to 
strengthen understanding and adherence to codes of ths ethics. 

"Our tax system is too important to the very survival of our nation 
to let impropriety, corner-cutting or any lapse in integrity '^-contaminate/^, 
he said. 


The recently enacted law on practice before administrative agencies

will ^juire the bar to be more concerned with self-policin^gj' Me. Cohen said. 

Since lawyers now will be able to practice before all federal 
agencies --except the Patent Office — on self-certification, the bar 
associations should be expected to aid federal agencies in insuring that only the 
highest ethical standards permitted. 

Mr. Cohen said lawyers must share responsiblity for the health of our 
tax system and he emphasized the IRS approach to litigation. 

The revenue is properly protected only when we ascertain and apply the 
true meaning of the statute. We must perform this work in a fair and impartial 
manner with neither a government nor a taxpayer's point of view."

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Decentralization of IRS in 1952 changed many regulations between IRS and 
the Washington lawyer as well as creating some problems, Mr. Cohen said. The 
major problem of uniformity underscored by decentralization has led the 
Revenue Service to adopt a computer system for retrieving information 
quickly and accurately. 

Aside from offering speed and accuracy, the new computer system,known 
as Reports and Information Retrieval Activity, (RIRA) provides up-to-date 
legal invej^ntory and abstracts of cases put on microfilm. 

Commenting on the need for lawyers in Washington, DeC. , Mr. Cohen 
said there are 15,000 lawyers in the federal government-- half in Washington. 
To meet recruiting needs, 2,000 or 20 per cent of each year’s ^xxbhkxXxbh 
graduation class is required. » .

(ADDITIONAL BLOEDORN BIO) WALTER ANDREW BLOEDORN, M.D., D.Sc. 

Upon his retirement from the Medical Corps of the U.S. Navy, Dr. Bloedorn 
began serving The George Washington University in increasingly responsible appointments. 
He joined the faculty in 1926 as Professor of Tropical Medicine and subsequently was 
named Professor of Medicine (1930), Director of Clinics (1931), Assistant Dean (1930) 
and Dean (1939) of the School of Medicine. He also served as Medical Director of the 
University Hospital from 1932 until his retirement in 1957. 

A former President of the Association of American Medical Colleges, a member 
of its executive council and various committees. Dr. Bloedorn was also President of the 
National Board of Medical Examiners. He served many times as a consultant for the U.S. 
Government in military and public health medicine and medical education. 

After retiring from the GW faculty. Dr. Bloedorn became President of the Gorgas 
Memorial Institute of Tropical and Preventive Medicine, of which he had first been named 
a Director in 1943. The Government of Panama decorated Dr. Bloedorn with the Order of 
Vasco Nunez de Balboa in 1959 for his service with the Institute and his contribution to the 
health of the people of Panama.

100 WASHINGTON WOMEN TO MARK 

A NEW YFAR AND A NEW HORIZON 


Cloce to 100 Washineton-area women will begin 1966 with New Year's 
resolutions which they're likely to keep. They will start by graduating 
from the George Washin ion University's "New Horizons for Women" program 
on January 1* and go on for further education or new careers with fresh 
confidence in themselves and their capabilities. 


This special graduation ceremony is for participants in an unusual 
orientation course designed for women who wish to resume an interrupted 
business or educational oareet. Twenty women signed up for the first 
course in the spring of 196t». Now enrollment is limited to 100 students, 
and every semester some are olaced on the waiting list for the next, course. 

Although the announcements just went out, spaces in the Spring se-oater 
course are rapidly being filled, said Dr. Rath Osborn, staff associate for 
continuing education at G. W.»s College of General Studies. 


Dr. Osborn is the prime innovator of this course which involves 15 weeks 
of lectures and discussion sessions every Tuesday from 10 am to noon. For 
her doctoral d Is aeration, she studied the characterist5.es, motivation and 
problems of -nature married women who returned to school. She became convinced 
that many more would do so Lf they could gain the initial boost. 

So she developed a noncredit, orientation workshop designed to encourage 
women tbomake the most of their ootential. The course helps women to understand 
themselves as individuals and as women, to explore educational, occupational 
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Tho enthusiasm generated by the first course paved the way for a second 
workshop. By the third workshop, enrollment hod to be limited to keep the 
discussion sessions small and to provide individual attention for participants. 

With the New Horizons program well underway. Dr. Osborn introduced a 
series of undergraduate credit courses held in suburban locations off-campus 
this fall. They were designed to make it easier for women to resume an 
interrupted college caroer or begin one in en area near their home. Some of 
the students were graduates of the Now Horizons workshop. Others were 
motivated simply fcy the desire for self-improvement and the convenience of 
the near-by classes. 

"We have more than 65 enrolled in seven courses. A few have even signed- 
up for more than one course. We have been lucky to have the cooperation of 
churches, synagogues and aoartment buildines in providing space for the 
classes," Dr. Osborn noted. 

The subjects offered include art, history, psychology and education. 

The cost was $30 per credit hour, or $90 a course for three hours of under¬ 
graduate credit.. 

The program will not only be continued in the Spring semester — it will 
be expanded as one graduate course in the teaching of remedial re .ding will 
be offered. A participant may eventually be able to earn a de ree off-campus 
in the program. 

Not all the New Horizon students are seeking a bachelor's degree. Some 
already have more advanced degrees. Others have never gone to college. The 
fall semester graduating class will direct their talents to a professional 
career or to filling vital roles in compwnity service projects. The class 
will have women ranging in age from 22 to 58.
